At a recent meeting of the West Park 


Farmers' Alliance Luui Hudson was tho 
chief speaker and he boomed "the hay- 
seed" in the liveliest sort of way. He 
scored the politician and the professional 
world in general for looking with con- 
tempt upon the farmer, and advised the 
tillers of the Boil to stick by their own, 
and where possible chose professional 
men who are or were farmers. 


Mr. Hudson spoke substantially as 


follows: 


B 
a hayseed is an eipieasion that 


has been reiterated so often that until 
lately even the hayseeds themselves had 
almost lost sight of its vulgarity and 
profanity, llayaeeds were at a discount 
and entitled to but little any considera- 
tion. They used to think that anybody 
could be a hayseett but it required nonius 
and exceptional ability to acquire and 
retain a position by which a livelihood 
could bo obtained without soiling the 
bauds. From the lordly statesman to 
the petty oilice boy no oilluial had any 
use for the hayseed after election. From 
the bank president to the janitor the 
hayseed was looked upon with suspicion 
by those who were handling hia little 
bank account and 
exacting an out- 


rageoualy large percentage for so doii'jf. 
From the owner of tho store to tho llttlo 
$20 a mouth collar and necktie clerk the 
hayseed was laughed at for his credulity 
in allowing himself to bo charged three 
or four prices for a manufactured article 
anil accepting a am nil fraction of one 
price for productions of tho farm. From 
the pompous minister to the solemn 
visugcd deacon, nil aristocracy united in 
consigning the hayseed to—well a place 
considerably 
warmer than 
Fresno. 


Tlmnk God! the hayseeds are at last 
awakening to the fact that they are in- 
dispensable to supply some of the ordi- 
nary wants of life that in the perform- 
ance of their drudgery. They are build- 
ing all the palatial mansions of the rich, 
building all the railroads, making all tho 
public improvements paring all the 
taxes and supporting all the public 
officers and reaping leas of the benefits 
than they are entitled to. 


You may say this is an extravagant 


assertion, but we shall see. 
Where uoes 


the colossal railroad magnate (who sel- 
dom pays any taxes) get his money to 
build railroads? "Well," you say ''the 
government loans him SOLDB, some is 
made up by appropriations by bankers, 
merchants aril businees men generally, 
Bud bonds, which are redeemed in a few 
years, are issued for the remainder." 


Well, yes, that is a logical answer. 


Now let us see where the government 
got its raouey to loan? It cornea in the 
form of taxes levied upon hayseeds. 
And where do the business uieii get 
their money to subscribe EO liberally? 


Every farthing of it represents en 


mrjuh wheat, ppiiches, raisins, barley or 
some other product of tho farm. 


And you say the railroad redeems its 


bonds in a few years. How did thev ac- 
quire so much money in soahort a tuns? 
By hauling freight and 
passengers? 


You will n/irnit that some of the freight 
is hauled for farmera, hayseeds if you 
please, ami you my fie rest is hauled 
for and paid for by the merchant. We 
say it is not. It is hauled for the hay- 
seed who pays the merchant a big com- 
mission for-hiring clerks to handle the 
goods and a bigger commission to cover 
freight charges. 


"It is not the tiret cost of thegoods vhat 


makes them BO dear; it is the freight." 


Well then you say most of the pas- 


senger traffic consists of what you term 
business men. So it does; but those 
same business men who ride in palace 
cars, own their brown stouo frontu, ele- 
gantly furnished offices, drive their span 
of trotters and smoke their 25 cent 
cigars, while the hayseed is lucky if he 
gets a Icorn-cob pipe, owe all of their 
opulence to the despised hayseed. 


Indirectly hayseeds are responsible fo: 


not only the opulence which character- 
izes these United States but for all of 
the grandeur of the world. 


Intellectually they may not be as well 


versed in hog Latin and Harvard Greek 
as the city dude with a 10 cent cane in 
his mouth, an ej'eglass over his delicate 
optics, and a "Deah Chawley, don cher 
knaw," accent in his fluent speech. 


But when yon want to find substan- 


tial permanent, acquired by experience, 
common-sense go to 
a 
"haypeed.1' 


When in need of legal advice upon 
which you can depend, go to a lawyer 
who has been a "hayseed." If you are 
so unfortunate as to require medical 
treatment go to a doctor who has been a 
"hayseed." Wben you want to hear 
tho religion of Jeans Christ, expounded 
forcibly yet plainly and without any at- 
tempt at artificial embellishment, go 
hear a preacher who is or has been a 
"haywed." When you want an honest 
official and one tb.it will faithfully dis- 
charge his every duty, have the Courage 
of your convictions a'nd vote for a "hay- 
seed."

the deceased led a reckless lifo, but he 
had traits of character, which, had he 
bcon a poor boy and compelled t<i work 
hia wav up, would have made his lift) ;i 
veiy different onu.

had business dealings with hi in will tes- 
tify to bin scrupulous honesty, and also 
to his shrewdness. He drove a sharp 
bargain but a square one. Friendly ap- 
peals for aid ho always rout with hearty 
response, and he was noted for bis liber- 
ality, which amounted to wrcckleseness. 
When not under the influence of liquor 
he was all riijht, but when drunk he was 
inclined to be quarrelsome, aud then 
those who provoked hia ire had need to 
bowaro. He would fight at the drop of 
the hat, and cared little who his antag- 
onist might be.

violation of tbe laws of the land was 
read, and the congregation numbering 
nearly 1000 persona, including apostles, 
bishops and leading elders, by an unani- 
mous vote recognized the authority of 
tho president to issue manifesto and ac- 
cepted 
it as authority aud binding. 


George Q. Cannon publicly announced 
bis endorsement of manifesto and bia 
recognition of supremacy of laws that 
have been declared constitutional by the 
supreme court of the United States.

Williams, who was a son of the late 


General Williams, was reared in afflu- 
ence, and has led a rather wild life, fluch 
as many of the sons o! rich men on thG 
coast have adopted. He was neither 
better nor worse than most of them, but 
had a penchant for betting on races and 
cards. He is dead. 


His slayer, Jack Smith, came here 


about a year ago, and baa been a hack- 
man, owning hia own outfit. He was 
addicted to gambling, but has the repu- 
tation of being peaceable and clever, and

The three eye-witnesses to the affray 


do not quite agree as to the circum- 
stances. They differ, however, only in 
matters of detail; as to the general re- 
sults they practically agree.

At ft recent meeting of the West Park 


Farmers' Alliance l.um Hudson was tho 
chief speaker and he boomed "the hay-

cases tho grape vine. Professor Bailer's 
plan is to cut out and burn up the dis- 
eased vines as BOOU aa fruiting is orer; 
then In the early spring before growth 
begins spray with a solution of sulphate 
of iron (about one pound to the gallon), 
and follow this up with Bordeaux mist-' 
ure as soon as the leaves open. 


Tho Fall Web Worm. 


The torch and pruning shears are the 


most ejcpeditious remedies for the web 
worm. Where tho torch is nsed a little 
caution is necessary in order to avoid, as 
mnch as possible, injury to tho tree. Ar- 
senical preparations will bo qnito effec- 
tive when applied in the form of a spray. 
But the torch is less expensive and fully 
as rapid, and no risk is run against poi- 
soning either tho operator or stock that 
may bo running loose about tho place. 


HorlicnUiiral Notes. 


Gladiolus bulbs should ha lifted before

principle by which it is characterized 
and distinguished from all others. So 
pach genius among men id but the incar- 
nation of some quality of tbe human 
snul which in that individual become 
pronounced and characteristic.

the spirit of poetry, of war, aud in a 
word, nvery trait of humanity has been 
incarnated. The history of religion has 
a IPO been a history of incarnations. No 
progress has been made otherwise. God's 
attributes have also been revealed in in- 
carnations.

These 
are but attributes of God. 
He is love. 


If his attributes have been incarnated

OIK FISKE ESTATE IN THE CIVIL 


COURTS. 


Che Widow Sues to Have the Alleged 


Iiovc and Affection Deed 


Set Aside. 


Amanda J. Fiske, by her attorneys,

has

action against Amanda J. Fiske, BB ad- 
ministratrix ol the estate of J, D. Fiske, 
deceased, A. H. Cummings, "W. E. Tur- 
ner, U. B. Terry, J.

Mercie Fiske, miners, by their attorney, 
ad litcm, Lloyd Moultrie, complaining 
hat a certain deed was made, signed 
and acknowledged on the 24th day of 
Tebruary, 1S90, conveying certain prem- 
sea to John D. Fiako, but that said deed 
md never been delivered and no consid- 
ration received therefor.

LICAX. It was given by Mr&, Fiske, ac- 
cording tc the story published, to satisfy 
jer husband, and as a protection in case 
.nythlng should happen to her. 
She 


consented, but the deed waa not to be 
made of record and to have no binding 
effect during bur lifetime. 


Subsequently, however, on June 2S. 


-890, when the marital troubles between 
Ura. Fiske and her husband arose, the 
deed was surreptitiously taken from the 
losseesion of the plaintiff, without her 
uiotvledge arid consent, and placed on 
record in the otlice o! tho county re- 
corder of Fresno county. 


The complaint does not allege how 
he deed was taken, but the trial will un- 
doubtedly develop the fact.
